BERLIN, Jan. 13, (via Copenhe- 
gen.)—The backbone of the. second 
revolution seems to be broker at last, 
and the Government may assert with 
justification that within twenty-four 
hours more the whole movement will 
be completely suppressed. 

The Spartacides have evidently lost 
heart. Their organ. Die Rote Fahne, 
admits it openly this morning, deplor- 
ing that the leaders declared a gen- 
eral ‘strike without seeing that. the 
factories were actyally closed. The 
general strike turned out to be’ a com- 
plete failure, and the conditions en 
which certain independent. Spartacide 
groups proposed to’ make peace were. 
such that the Government was com-~ 
pelled te rejéet them. 

No compromise of any kind ‘will now 
be entertained: The fortresses. stil 
Held by the Spartacides must: be ‘su’ 
rendered unconditionally, or they will 
face the fate of those established in 
the Vorwérts and other, Newspaper

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PROHIBITION MARCHES ON. 

Both Congress and the Supreme 
Court have been generous to the pro- 
hibitionists. Statutes that use to the 
pittermost, that have seemed to tran- 
ascend, the Federal power over inter- 
state commerce, have been made and 
sustained to uphold and extend pro- 
hibition. ‘The power of the State and 
of the Federal Government is exerted 

or diminished as the diminution or ex- 
ertion makes for the enforcement and 
. extension of prohibition. 
act gave the State control-oyer liquor 
delivered in interstate commerce to 
the consignee. The Webb-Kenyon 
act closed interstate commerce to 
shipments of liquor to be used in vio- 
lation of the law of the State into 
which it was to be shipped. 

The Supreme Court has just upheld 
the Reed amendment to the Post Of- 
fice Appropriation bill, which prohib- 
its: the importation or taking of liquor 
into a State save for scientific, sacra- 
mental, medicinal, or mechanical.pur- 
poses. The so-called Dry laws of some 
States allow the use of a certain an- 
nual ration of liquor and its importa- 
tion for personal use.. West Virginian 
Dan Hit, henceforth as famous as 

‘ the hero of the asseveration or mild 
oath, *‘ What in Sam Hill? ’’ bought 
a quart.of whisky in Kentucky, rode 
back with it in a trolley car to his 
own State, and so violated the Reed 
amendment, which is maintained as 
overruling the West Virginia statute. 

Thus prohibition comes: to mean 
** bone dry,’’ so far as the law goes, 
fin several States that have made 
some concession to human weakness 
or habit. At least nothing of hypoc- 
risy can: be ascribed henceforth to the 
States which have Dry laws that are 
hot liquor-tight and bone dry. Itisa 
little curious, however, at least to 
persons who still believe in State 
rights, to. see Congress foist upon 
States a more rigorous prohibition 
than they have is 6 for them- 
selves. ‘ 

This strengthening of prohibition by 
statute-is synchronous with the rush 
of Legislatures to ratify the Federal 
prohibition amendment. Thirty of 


the thirty-six States necessary to rati-® 


fication have ratified. Only six -more 
are. needed; and there aré seven or 
eight Dry States yet to vote. Is 
prohibition to be a ‘‘ winner ’’? Then 
the politicians ‘tumble over one an- 
othér in their ferocity to be recorded. 
The case of California seems a little 
pecullar even in the history of a 
movement propelled and guided by 
minorities. _ Last November. the people 
of California’ voted against prohibi- 
tion, ‘which will destroy their great 
wine; industry. The Legislature rati- 
fies the amendment:and rejects the 
decision of the people. Undoubtedly 
the makers of the Constitution, ein 
providing the. manner of its amend- 
ment,’ expected that «Legislatures 
would: represent the majority of the 

people. Under .the district system 
they often @o-not.. What gooseflesh | |, 
comes over. our prohibition directors 
in this State at, the thought of @ popu- 
lar vote upon their amendment!

, THE LAW’S DELAY. 

Too slavish an adherence to the let- 
ter of the law, essential justice ham- 
pered by a net-of technicalities, the 
escape of guilt by means of petty mis- 
takes of indictment, rules of évidence 
and procedure used or twisted to con- 
fuse judgment and breed delays—these 
are old complaints against the law and 
the courts. 

Some ten. of eleven Years ago the 
American “Bar Association drew up 
this bill to reform court procedure: 

On the ‘hearing of any appeal, cer- 

tiorari, writ of error, or motion for a 
new trial in:any case, civil or crim- 
inal, the court shall. give judgment 
after an examination of the entire rec- 
ord before the court, without regard 
to technical errors or defects or to 
exceptions which do not affect the 
substantial rights of the parties. 

Nearly half ofthe States have put 
this on their statute bodks. Last Fall 
the Senate passed it as an amendment 
to the Federal Judicial Code. It ought 
to be passed by the House. At a 
stroke it will wipe out of the Federal 
courts a fruitful source of the law’s 


delay. 
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GOVERNOR ALLEN AS A MILITARY 
CRITIC. 

Read in the light of General PER- 
SHING’s report of operations in France, 
the, strictures of Governor. Hengr J. 
ALLEN of Kansas.upon the equipment 
of the American Army that drove the 
enemy out of.the Argonne Forest lose 
much of their force. It was after his 
inauguration at Topeka on Monday 
that Governor ALLEN told his fellow- 
citizens, in ‘an address at the City 
Auditorium, that the 85th Division, 
composed of Kansas and Missouri men, 
had lost half its strength—there were 
7,000 casualties—because of lack of 
transport for the artillery and weak- 
ness of the aviation arm. Mr. ALLEN 
spent ten months in France in the 
service of thie Red Cross and the Y. M. 
C. A. He is the owner of the Wichita 
Beacon, he was a noncombatant, ap- 
Pparently without previous experience 
in military campaigns. 

Governor ALLEN’s’ neighbors are 
more interested in the 35th than in 
the other divisions that took part in 
the Meuse-Argonne offensive, but if 
conditions were so bad as he describes 
them to have been where the men of 
Kansas and Missouri were fighting 
the American Army@must have ‘ad- 
vanced under heavy handicaps. Mr. 
ALLEN declares that there were only 
about half as many horses as were 
required’ to bring up the guns, and 
that many of the horses used “ were 

“old ‘ones that the French had 
“carded as of no further: use to 
“them.” Moreover. “our army. paid 
**\$400 each for these animals, only to 
“be forced.to shoot them @ day or 
“ two later because they were too old 
“and feeble. to do the york.” The 

result was that. the, 35th ‘Division 
“ fought for four days without any 
artillery. support.”. On the roads 
“ leading up to the battle lines ” Mr. 
ALLEN saw the bodies of many horses 
that,“ had been killed or had died in 
ae harness in the efforts to bring up 
** the artillery.’’ Concerning our avia- 
tors, he says that it was tlie Germans 
who had command of. the air. ‘It 
must be understood that the ‘Argonne 
Forest was a very_hard nut to crack. 
It teemed withthe enemy's ‘machine 
guns in every. ravine, on every slope, 
and the enemy had brought up many 
fresh divisions.. In his report General 
PERSHING says: x 

‘We .made . inci headway in. the 
almost impenetrable and: held

__ Nevertheless it remains true that his 
work against the trusts was better in 
Texas than in Washington. In‘Texas 
he was the assailant of business prac- 
tices condemned by good merchants. 
In Washington he took ground little 
different from the position’ that all 
trusts are bad trusts. Only a few days 
ago, and just after Judge Garr had 
announced that the iron-trade thought 
that prices should be reduced, the 
Department of Justice issued a 
statement that after New  Yéar’s 
** concerted price-fixing by any indus- 
*° ef after the Government ceases to 

* exercise price control ‘will be regard- 
**ed as in restraint ef free competi- 
** tion.’” On the other hand, close on 
the heels of Mr. Greconr’s announce- 
ment of his retirement, comes the de- 
‘partment's approval of the price-fixing 
and distribution agreement between 
the Sugar Equalization Board-and the 
sugar refiners. The. distinction be- 
tween the two statements is that one 
relates. to the,Sherman anti-trust law 
and the other to the Food Control act. 
The case of sugar differs from that of 
wheat, for.there is a specific statute 
regarding wheat and none regarding 
sugar.. Mr. Grecoryr finds himself be- 
tween opinions of distinguished coun- 
vel that the sugar price-fixing is ob- 
noxious to the law and that the steel 
price-fixing ‘is in the .publio interest 
and in conformity with the Sherman 
law under:the rule of reason. 

Mr. Gaucorr’s retirement will hasten 
decision upon this confused situation, 
and perhaps will alter practice. in an- 
other important respect. His view of 
the public interest led him to avoid 
seeking a decision during the war upon 
the seven leading trust cases now. be- 
fore the Supreme Court, and ready for 
its action. One case was taken from 
the court by his. agreement with the 
trust on a ‘settlerfent out of court. 
In that manner, also, was the New 
Haven Raliway case settled, without 
suit. It is desirable from ‘thé stand- 
point .of lawyers and business. men, 

giving and seeking advice, that the 
law -should* be settled, not compro- 
mised,. and that trust ‘‘ fixing’ 
should. be in court. and not in depart- 
ment practice. The Dé€partmient of, 
Justice is specifically charged with the 
administration of the Sherman law, 
and it uses its discretion according to 
the temper of the times. Present 
temper calls ‘for certainty of the law, 
not for compromise or obscurity under 
it, and for fairness toward good 
business practice as well as for stern- 
ness toward departure from good con- 
science.
